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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 6/30/2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Applicant argued that Welch fails to expressly disclose, teach or suggest a composition 
having a density sufficiently different from that of water, thereby allowing facile separation 
therefrom. Since there is a density gradient this examiner will maintain the rejection at this time. 

r 

As to the suggestion that "an inherency rejection is only proper in a Section 102 setting, not a 
Section 103. As such the Examiner's rejection of claims 2, 5, and 1 1 on the basis of inherency is 
improper and should be withdrawn." This is contrary to well established patent practice and 
procedure see e.g. MPEP 2112 disclosing "The express, implicit, and inherent disclosures of a 
prior art reference may be relied upon in the rejection of claims under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103. " 
The inherent teaching of a prior art reference, a question of fact, arises both in the context of 
anticipation and obviousness." In re Napier, 55 F.3d 610, 613, 34 USPQ2d 1782, 1784 (Fed. 
Cir. 1995) (affirmed a 35 U.S .C. 103 rejection based in part on inherent disclosure in one of the 
references). See also In re Grasselli, 713 F.2d 731, 739, 218 USPQ 769, 775 (Fed. Cir. 1983). 

3. As such the argument is without merit. As to the inherent presence of the indicated 
elements it is not clear if applicant is suggesting that the claimed anaerobic curable composition 
does not include an anaerobic-curing initiator to produce free radicals upon exclusion of oxygen 
to cure the composition, then applicant's input is earnestly solicited in explaining an alternative 
mechanism. Seemingly, at the core of an anaerobic curing system, is a reaction that occurs in the 
absence of air or oxygen. With respect to claim 5, if applicant takes the position that the 
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limitation of claim 5 are not inherent, then seemingly applicant is asserting that the rejection of 
claims 5 and 6 should be switched. In either case the position of the rejection is maintained. 
With specific respect to claim 11, this examiner cannot find a claim 1 1 in the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-5, and 7-10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over United 
States Patent No. 5,149,441 and United States Patent No. 4,147,821. 

3. Claims 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over United States 
Patent No. 5,149,441 and United States Patent No. 4,147,821 and United States Patent No. 
5,006,233. 

4. In the interests of brevity, the currently pending rejections are not repeated here, but are 
incorporated herein by reference.
